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The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  makes  the  following  report  of  the  commercial 
production  of  all  vegetables  for  fresh  market  and  processing,  1919-52®,  These 
estimates  are  based  upon  reports  and  data  furnished  by  growers,  shippers,  cormercial 
processors j State  statisticians  and  cooperating  State  agencies®  This  report 
supplements  Statistical  Bulletins  Nos®  126  and  132,  the  "1952  Annual  Summary, 
Commercial  Vegetables  for  Flesh  Market,"  Report  TC-52i  1202-1232,,  and. the  "1952 
Annual  Summiary,  Vegetables  for  Commercial  Processing,"  Report  TC-52:  1233-12Il6, 
which  relate  to  the  29  principal  vegetables  (28  for  fresh  market  and  11  for  pro- 
cessing) covered  bj’-  the  Bureau  in  i.ts  regular  program  of  monthly  reports* 

The  first  table  of  this  report  shows  the  commercial  fresh-market  and  processing 
estimates,  1939-1952,  previously  published  for  the  29  principal  vegetables,  together 
with  commercial  fresh-market  and  processing  estimiates  for  all  vegetables,  1919-52* 

In  both  series  of  estimates  the  processing  figures  include  only  the  11  main  pro- 
cessing vegetables®  For  crops  other  than  the  11  for  which  processing  produ.ction  is 
shoi-mi  separately'-,  the  quantities,  processed  are,  included  in  the  fresh-market 
estimates!  but,  except  for  broccoli,  brussels  sprouts  and  cauliflower,  the  quanti- 
ties processed  are  only  a small  percentage  of  "the  total  production® 


The  differences  in  production  of  the  ,29 . prinqlpal.  vegetables,  1939  to  1952, 
published  in  the  -Bureau's  -program  of  monthly,  reports,  and  the  production  of  all 
vegetables  shovjn  in  tlii.s  report  are  attributable  to  the  inclusion  of  iTiinor  crops 
not  previously  estimated,  and  of  minor -producing  States  and  greenhouse  production- 
not  covered  in  the  estimates  of  the  29  principal  vegetables®  These  differences 
all  occur  in  the.  fresh-market  estimiates,  1939  to  1952*  The  processing  estimates 
for  the  11  crops,  1929  to  1952,  remain  the  same  as  previously  published  inasmuch 
as  coverage  of  these  crops  v/as  complete  for  these  years*  Processing  estimates 
were  not  published  currentlyr  for  green  limia  beans  and  beets,  1919  to  1928,  nor  for 
pimientos;j  1919  to  1925®  The  processing  figures  for  the  years  1919  to  1928,  shown 
in  this  report,  include  allowances  for  these  oinissionso

For  1952  the  Bureau's  program  of  monthly  reports  covers  8l  percent  of  the  estimated 
fpesh-market  production  of  all  vegetables  and  93  percent  of  the  fresh-market  pro- 
duction of  the  .principal  vegetables.  Similar  comparisons  for  1939  show  the  Bureau‘*s 
program  of  monthly  reports  covered  ?6  percent  of  the  fresh-market  production  of  all 
vegetaM.es  and  85  percent  of  the  fresh-market  production  of  the  principal  vegetables 
The  difference  in  coverage  between  1939  and  1952  is  accounted  for  by  expansion  in 
the  Bureau's  program*  Estimates  were  recently  inaugurated  for  Brussels  sprouts, 

T^e  estimates  for  fresh-market  sweet  corn  have  been  extended  from  3 States  to  26 
States j those  for  broccoli  from  3 States  to  11  States,  The  number  of  fresh-market 
vegetables  estimated  for  Massachusetts  has  been  increased  from  2 to  12  and  estimates 
have  been  started  for  7 crops  in  Connecticut,  5 in  Rhode  Island,  3 in  New  Hampshire 
and  2 in  Maine,  Most  of  these  new  series  start  with  19ii9, 

In  the  first  table  of  this  report,  figures  are  not  shown  for  the  production  of 
principal  vegetables,  1919-38,  since  the  fresh-market  estimates  for  these  earlier 
years  are  not  comparable  with  the  revised  fresh-market  estimates  for  the  years  1939- 
52,  The  fresh-market  estimates  for  principal  vegetables  published  currently  for  the 
years  1919-38  related  largely  to  production  in  well -recognized  commercial  areas 
producing  mainly  for  shipment  to  distant  marketj  hence  they  did  not  include  some 
local -market  production  in  areas  near  consuming  centers.  The  revised  1939-52  esti- 
mates for  the  principal  vegetables  cover  all  fresh-market  production  on  acreage, 
grown  primarily,  for  sale;  and,  therefore,  include,  for' the  crops  and  States  covered, 
all  local -market  production  as,  well  as  production  for  shipment  to  distant  markets, 
Ifowever,  estimates  of  the  fresh-market  production  of  all  vegetables  are  shown  for 
the  years  1919-38.  These  estimates  include  allowances’,  not  only  for  the'  items 
pre^viously  listed,  but  alsp  for  local-market  production  not  covered  in  the  estimates 
published  currently.  Largely  because  of  the  omi,ssion  of  much  of  the  local  market 
production,  the  fresh-market  estimates  for  principal  vegetables  previously  published 
for  1919  covered  only  one  half  of  the  estimated  fresh-market  production  of  all 
vegetables • 

The  estimated  fresh-market  production  of  all  vegetables  shown  in  this  report  include 
quantities  not  marketed  because  of  low  prices  or  other  economic  factors.  Estimates 
of  such  economic  abandonment  for  the  crops  and  States  covered  in  the  Bureau's  pro- 
gram of  monthly  reports  will  be  found  in  Statistical  Bulletin  No,  126  and  Report 
TC-52:  1202-1232,  Estimated'  of  economic  abandonment  are  not  available  for  principal 
vegetables  in  minor  producing  States  nor  for  minor  vegetables.  These  fresh-market 
estimates  for  all  vegetables  have  been  prepared  on  a national  basis  for  production 
only.  State  and  seasonal-group  figu.res  are  not  available;  neither  are  figures 
available  on  acreage  or  value, 

A comparable  report,  giving  revised  estimates  for  1952  and  preliminary  estimates  for 
1953  will  86  released  on  Docombbr  23,  1953*'
